The order could not 
have been Issued earlier because it Is 
only now tlmt tht 39 years fixed by thej 
congressional limit has been reached. 
The Civil war ended April lit, 1SC3. 


"There Is an advantage and saving 


to the government-In the use of this 
order, because every old soldier who 
has readied the age 01 62 years is able 
to prove almost without possibility of 
doubt that he Is one-half disabled from 
earning his support by manual Lihor. 
This being so, it seems unwise to put a 
soldier to the expense of time and 
transportation to go to a place where a 
medical board can examine him to find 
out that fact, and ou the other hand, It 
seems unnecessary 'for 
the govern- 


mtnt to keep boards established and 
then pay $*> for the examination ot a 
soldier wben the result of the examina- 
tion can be so accurately foretold. Of 
the 200,000 examinatioiis In the last 
year, If one-fourth were saved, It would 
amount to (300,000 and perhaps an . 
equal amount In lime and transporta- 
tion of the old soldier. 


"The experience here in the pension 


bureau has practically established:tbe 
manual labor' limit. In the rulings of 
the dopiirtmcnl the inability to earn a 
full support-by manual hilKir.iloes not 
include brain work, but applies to those 
who can by bodily labor earn snpgiort. 
This is what congress endeavored to do 
and did do, and-ln the legislation Is 
continuing to do, and tbe theory ot the 
term and its legal construction are well 
known and long acijulesccd in. Hence 
in the bureau where so many examina- 
tions have been made through • a long 
series of years the disabilities arising 
from age arc almost definitely fixed, BO 
much to that it may bo conceded tbat 
at 02 years an old soldier is at least one- 
half disabled from earning a support 
by mannal Inltor and.under the law he 
would be entitled to $C. 


"I nm not able to say what expense 


the bill would entail In the shape of ad- 
ditional payments. There is a great un- 
known army that has never applied for 
pensions. It is not 
known whether 


they would, or whether they intend to. 
It will without- doubt Increase the pay- 
ments to some extent, but the bureau 
has not considered that as the proper 
clement of consideration. 
What the 


bureau has considered has been whether 
It was the right, Just and proper thing 
lo do, Innving results to take care of 
themselves. 


"I do not think, however, that the In- 


creased expense In the long run will be 
very noticeable, because the death rate 
Is always to be considered and there is 
also to be considered the fact that the
